PERSPECTIVE 


e  are  noting  with  this  issue  the  50th  anniversary  of  a  regular  college 
alumni  publication  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  College.  I  am  reminded  of  how 
much  I  hear  and  read  these  days  about  the  dominance  and  rapidity 
of  change  in  our  time.  It  is  a  human  tendency  when  we  mark  anniversaries  to 
chronicle  for  ourselves  how  much  things  have  changed. 

Sometimes  we  consider  the  changes  with  amazement,  sometimes  with  wistful- 
ness,  sometimes  with  consternation.  Mostly  we  are  resigned  to  them  because 
change  is  our  lot  as  human  beings. 

As  we  reflect  on  this  anniversary,  however,  I  would  like  us  to  think  not  about 
change  but  about  how  many  significant  things  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  have 
remained  the  same. 

Recently  Lenoir-Rhyne  had  the  honor  of  being  named  one  of  the  280  best  buys 
in  American  higher  education  and  listed  in  Barron's  Best  Buys.  One  of  the  distin- 
guishing characteristics  of  this  college  listing  lies  in  Barron's  choice  to  base  its 
ratings  in  large  part  on  the  assessment  of  students. 

Among  the  statements  of  students  quoted  about  L-R  was  the  following:  "At 
Lenoir-Rhyne  we  gain  a  sense  of  being  a  part  of  a  bigger  plan.  We  learn  to  give 
our  skills  and  talents  back  to  society.  With  my  degree  from  Lenoir-Rhyne  I  am 
taking  into  the  job  market  a  sense  of  ethics,  a  sense  of  duty  to  do  what  is  good 
for  all  people." 

That  sense  of  leadership  and  service  built  on  academic  excellence  has  been  a 
part  of  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  since  its  very  beginning.  The  pieces  you  will  read 
in  this  issue  of  Profile  will  remind  you  of  those  values  in  the  past  and  show  you 
L-R  people  of  the  present  still  modeling  them. 

There  is  a  great  deal  of  pressure  these  days  for  colleges  to  be  sure  they  are  rele- 
vant and  that  the  education  they  offer  is  up-to-date.  Of  course,  Lenoir-Rhyne 
is  concerned  with  relevance  and  applicability. 

For  us,  however,  there  is  a  greater  pressure  that  arises  from  our  history,  our 
mission  and  our  institutional  values  to  hold  fast  to  that  which  is  of  undying 
importance.

east. Her  benevolence  extend- 
ed also  to  England  and 
France.  During  World  War  II, 
she  made  personal  donations 
to  the  Queen's  Fund  for  air 
raid  victims,  furnished  ambu- 
lances for  the  French  and 
served  on  the  board  of  the 
American  Hospital  in  Paris.

During  L-R's  recent  Alumni 
Association  Awards  Ban- 
quet, Dr.  Louis  Rossiter, 
71,  received  the  1999 
Distinguished  Alumnus 
Award  for  his  work  in 
health  care  services.  Be- 
cause of  his  efforts,  health- 
care programs  of  the  nation's 
most  vulnerable  people  have 
been  strengthened  and  the  high- 
cost  of  health  care  for  older 
Americans  has  slowed,  result- 
ing in  cost  increases  lower  than 
the  previous  double-digit  rates. 
Health  care  has  been  the  focus 
of  most  of  Rossiter's  career,  beginning 
as  far  back  as  the  research  and  writing 
of  his  doctoral  dissertation  for  his 
Ph.D.  in  economics  from  Chapel  Hill 
in  1977.  He  presently  teaches  health 
economics  in  the  graduate  programs 
on  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
campus  of  Virginia  Commonwealth 
University  in  Richmond,  Va.,  and  is 
the  founding  director  of  the  David  G. 
Williamson  Jr.  Institute  for  Health 
Studies  there.  During  the  Bush  admin- 
istration, he  took  a  leave  of  absence 
from  the  university  to  serve  as  policy 


deputy  for  the  administrator  of  the 
Health  Care  Financing  Administration 
(HCFA). 

His  appetite  for  this  subject  matter 
had  its  beginnings  on  the  L-R  campus, 
where  he  credits  his  economics  profes- 
sors Bill  Mauney  and  Russell  "Bud" 
Brown  as  being  so  provocative,  enthu- 
siastic and  intellectual  they  gave  him  a 
true  appreciation  of  the  free  market,  as 
well  as  the  role  of  government. 

Rossiter's  analytic  mind  also  deter- 
mined that  because  of  the  growth  of 
the  population,  health  care  would  be 
an  interesting  field  of  study  for  him. 
"You  could  project  the  figures  for  the 
next  80  years  just  by  using  demograph- 
ic information,"  he  said.  "I  knew  that 
health  care  would  be  a  booming  field." 

Because  economics  is  such  an 
important  science,  Rossiter  believes 
most  students  should  have  exposure 
to  it,  especially  those  in  health-related 
disciplines.  Not  solely  for  business 
majors,  Rossiter  believes  economics 
should  be  a  part  of  a  broad  liberal  arts 
education.  He  cites  the  example  of  his 
daughter,  Diana,  a  criminal  justice 
major  at  Roanoke  College,  whose 
interest  in  criminal  justice  developed 
due  to  a  grandfather  who  was  a  police- 
man. Her  coursework  includes  politi- 
cal science  and  accounting  courses, 
which  are  required  classes  now  due 
to  an  increase  in  white-collar  crime. 

In  his  personal  life,  Rossiter  said 
he  is  proudest  of  his  daughter.  Profes- 
sionally, he  is  proudest  of  the  changes 
made  during  the  Bush  administration 
regarding  payments  for  health  care 
services. 

While  at  HCFA,  he  managed  the 
day-to-day  activities  of  the  office  of  the 
administrator,  oversaw  creation  of  the 
new  $7  billion  capital  payment  policy 
for  hospitals  and  directed  policy  initia- 
tives through  the  legislative  process 
including  Medigap  reform,  the  creation 
of  Medicare  SELECT  and  managed 
care  in  Medicare  and  Medicaid. 

About  the  time  he  spent  in  Wash- 
ington, Rossiter  quotes  Thomas  Jeffer- 
son: "Go,  serve  your  country,  but 
return  home."  After  his  stint  at  HCFA, 
Rossiter  said  he  was  glad  to  return  to 
academia.  However,  he  also  added  that 
if  called,  he  would  serve  again. 

Professor  Brown  was  among  the 
members  of  the  audience  honoring 
Rossiter,  while  Professor  Mauney 
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What  dees  L-R  mean  te  me?

"Lenoir-Rhyne  means  more  to 
me  that  I  can  express  in  25  words 
or  less.  Growing  up  in  Hickory,  I 
experienced  early  on  the  profound 
impact  Lenoir-Rhyne  has  always  had 
on  my  family  and  me.  My  brother 
attended  kindergarten  in  Cline  Gym. 
My  mother  and  I  never  missed  a 
May  Day  celebration  and  my  father 
was  a  charter  member  of  the  Pied- 
mont Athletic  Association.  He  was 
also  a  supporter  of  the  construction 
of  Monroe  Auditorium  and  sponsored 
awards  for  sorority  step-singing. 
When  I  came  to  teach  at  L-R,  the 
family  circle  was  continued  into  the 
third  generation  when  my  daughter 
Tina  graduated  from  Lenoir-Rhyne.

Author's  note:  Lenoir-Rhyne  College 
has  long  held  the  belief  that  athletics 
are  an  important  contributor  in  the 
development  oj  the  whole  person.  Below 
is  the  story  oj  one  young  L-R  woman 
who  has  taken  this  belief  beyond  the 
college  out  into  the  community  and  is 
making  it  work. 

The  Hickory  Inspirational 
Spikers  (H.I.S.)  volleyball 
club  for  girls  organized 
by  Glenda  Parrish,  L-R's 
women's  volleyball  coach, 
is  only  four  years  old.  Yet, 
it  has  experienced  an  explo- 
sion in  growth  each  year 
since  its  inception.  The  non-profit 
Christian  club  began  with  ten  players. 
Today,  it  boasts  sixty-four  girls,  seven 
teams,  eight  coaches,  a  board  of  direc- 
tors and  a  host  of  volunteers. 

Open  to  Hickory  area  girls  from 
ages  10  to  17,  the  club  offers  the 
opportunity  to  have  fun,  grow  spiri- 
tually, exercise,  travel  and  especially, 
to  improve  volleyball  skills.  Its  mis- 
sion, "To  create  a  positive  Christian 
environment  where  every  athlete 
can  reach  her  full  potential,  both  as 
a  person  and  a  volleyball  player"  is 
taken  most  seriously. 

Although  Parrish  is  the  club's  guid- 
ing light,  she  is  quick  to  explain  that 
she  is  only  God's  instrument.  For 
without  Him,  she  said,  there  would 
be  no  club. 

"I  was  recruiting  in  Florida  back  in 
November  1995,  just  after  my  first 
season  at  L-R,"  Parrish  explained. 
"And  on  the  long  car  ride  back  home, 
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I  began  to  think  what  a  shame  it  was 
that  there  was  so  much  athletic  talent 
in  the  Hickory  area,  but  no  Junior 
Olympic  volleyball  club.  So,"  she  con- 
tinued, "I  began  to  pray  for  guidance. 

"I  told  the  Lord  I  really  didn't  know 
how  to  start  a  club,  nor  did  I  really 
want  to  start  a  club  because  I  had  so 
much  on  my  plate  with  my  new  job. 
But  if  He  would  help,  I  would  try." 

Parrish's  love  of  volleyball  began 
when  she  was  introduced  to  the  sport 
in  a  middle  school  program  at  her 
local  church.  At  that  time,  she  was 
the  "runt"  on  the  team.  "Nobody 
really  wanted  me  on  their  team 
because  I  was  so  small.  I  just  wasn't 
strong  enough  to  be  of  much  help," 
she  recalled. 

Still,  the  game  itself  fascinated  her. 
"There  is  hardly  a  ball  that  comes 
over  the  net  that  is  the  same  as  any 
other,"  she  noted.  "You  have  to  be 
a  quick  thinker." 

And  that  was  another  problem. 
The  quick  thinking  that  the  game 
demanded  just  didn't  come  naturally 
to  her.  So  her  challenge  was  to  find 
ways  to  overcome  her  difficulties:  to 
do  her  best  to  master  a  sport  that  she 
loved  but  that  didn't  come  as  easily  to 
her  as  other  sports  (such  as  softball). 

Parrish  worked  hard  and  finally, 
after  a  timely  growth  spurt  in  high 
school  which  helped  her  physically 
and  a  stint  at  volleyball  camp  that 
improved  her  skills,  she  was  on  her 
way  to  achieving  her  goal. 

In  her  freshman  year,  she  made  her 
junior  varsity  high  school  team  and 
her  confidence  began  to  build.  By  the 
end  of  her  senior  year,  all  kinds  of 
exciting  things  had  happened.  She 
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In  1995  when  L-R  women's 
volleyball  coach  Glenda 
Parrish  organized  H.I.S. 
volleyball  club,  the  sport  of 
volleyball  was  100  years  old. 
It  was  created  by  William  G. 
Morgan,  a  YMCA  instructor 
in  Holyoke,  Mass.,  who  de- 
cided to  blend  elements  of 
basketball,  baseball,  tennis 
and  handball  to  create  a 
game  for  his  classes  of  busi- 
nessmen that  would  demand 
less  physical  contact  than 
basketball.  Morgan  borrowed 
the  net  from  tennis  and 
raised  it  6  feet,  6  inches 
above  the  floor,  just  above 
the  average  man's  head.  Dur- 
ing a  demonstration  game, 
someone  remarked  to  Mor- 
gan that  the  players  seemed 
to  be  volleying  the  ball  back 
and  forth  over  the  net  and 
perhaps  "volleyball"  would 
be  a  more  descriptive  name 


for  the  sport  than  its  original 
name,  "mintonette." 

On  July  7, 1896  at  Spring- 
field College,  the  first  game  of 
"volleyball"  was  played.  Today, 
there  are  more  than  forty-six 
million  Americans  who  play 


volleyball  and  there  are 
800  million  players  worldwide 
who  play  volleyball  at  least 
once  a  week.  The  game  was 
introduced  to  the  Olympic 
Games  in  Tokyo  in  1964.

was  a  member  of  both  a  softball  and 
a  volleyball  team  that  won  a  state 
championship.  She  was  voted  Most 
Valuable  Player  by  her  teammates  and 
she  earned  a  scholarship  to  play  vol- 
leyball and  softball  at  Catawba  College. 

"I  think  my  experiences  at  high 
school  were  the  reason  I  chose  to 
coach,"  said  Parrish,  explaining  that 
her  small  high  school  had  never  won 
a  state  championship  in  any  sport 
prior  to  her  junior  year,  when  her 
team  won  the  softball  title  and  her 
senior  year  when  her  team  won  the 
volleyball  title! 

"I  have  such  awesome  memories 
of  that  incredible  time,"  said  Parrish. 
"More  than  anything,  I'd  like  to  help 
other  young  girls  experience  those 
kinds  of  successes:  to  help  them  cre- 
ate the  same  kind  of  memories  in 
their  lives." 

When  Parrish  arrived  back  in 
Hickory  from  Florida  she  was  still 
uncertain  how  to  go  about  organizing 
a  volleyball  club.  But  she  decided  to 
call  the  Carolina  Region  Office  any- 
way. Perhaps  they  could  help. 

"What  a  surprise  to  learn  that 
someone  from  Hickory  had  called  the 
regional  office  just  a  few  days  earlier 
asking  if  there  was  a  team  in  the 
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area,"  she  marveled.  The  need  was 
there.  There  were  people  ready  to  help. 

The  rest  is  history. 

"I  believe  God  put  our  club  together 
for  His  purpose,"  Parrish  said.  "And 
because  I  wanted  to  be  sure  that  He  got 
the  credit  and  honor,  I  decided  to  call 
the  club  Hickory  Inspirational  Spikers 
(H.I.S.)  volleyball  club."  The  words 
"volleyball  club,"  she  explained,  are 
lower-case  letters  because  volleyball  is 
secondary  to  His  purpose  in  the  club. 

Volleyball,  of  course,  is  not  the 
only  thing  the  girls  learn.  Spiritual 
growth  is  equally  important.  The 
players  learn  Bible  verses  each  week, 
pray  before  and  after  practices  and 
tournaments,  have  club  socials  once 
a  month  for  all  the  families,  and  have 
guest  speakers  from  other  ministries 
who  talk  to  them  about  their  spiritual 
growth  at  least  once  a  year. 

"It  is  really  amazing  what  God  has 
done  through  this  club,"  said  Parrish. 
"I  know  that  I  have  grown.  I've  even 
seen  a  lot  of  parents  growing. .  .not  to 
mention  the  girls  who  play  in  the  club. 

"I  know  that  God  is  using  me  to 
impact  people's  lives,"  she  continued. 
"He's  just  using  the  sport  of  volleyball 
to  get  their  attention!" 


The  club  plays  under  the  U.S. 
Association  of  Volleyball,  the  govern- 
ing body  for  volleyball  in  the  nation. 
Teams  travel  within  the  Carolina  Region 
and,  each  year,  some  will  play  in  at 
least  one  out-of-region  tournament. 

"Playing  to  win,"  Parrish  wrote  in 
a  recent  issue  of  Coaching  Volleyball, 
"is  meaningful  only  when  coaches 
exhibit  ethical  conduct  and  demand 
similar  behavior  from  their  players. 
This,  in  turn,  builds  respect  and  trust 
within  the  structure  of  the  team. 
When  this  happens,  often  regardless 
of  the  team's  win-loss  record,  the 
coach,  players  and  the  whole  team 
will  feel  as  though  they  have  achieved 
success — and  indeed  they  have!" 

It  is  hard  sometimes  to  remain 
humble  when  the  club  has  achieved 
such  great  success,  says  Parrish.  "I  am 
constantly  reminding  parents  in  our 
club  (and  myself  when  I  get  a  little 
too  cocky!)  that  the  name  of  our 
club  is  H.I.S.— not  H.E.R.S!  Our  club 
verse  is  John  3:30:  'He  must  become 
greater,  I  must  become  less,'  and  we 
must  give  Him  all  the  glory." 

She  added,  "It  is  just  such  a  privi- 
lege to  be  able  to  serve  God  by  doing 
what  I  love  to  do  -  sharing  God's  love 
by  teaching  the  game  of  volleyball."  □

1  hen  L-R  Professor 
of  Biology  Dr.  John 
Bisbee  and  his  wife, 
Carol,  then  director  of 
music  at  St.  Andrews 
Lutheran  Church, 
made  the  decision  to 
turn  their  lives  upside 
down  and  spend  a  year  doing  full- 
time  volunteer  work,  neither  was  at 
all  sure  of  the  outcome.  Of  course, 
the  pair  had  always  been  involved  in 
community  volunteer  work — Habi- 
tat for  Humanity,  as  well  as  other 
worthy  causes.  But  that  was  only  on 
a  part-time  basis.  Now  they  were 
talking  about  a  full-time  commitment. 

Could  they  afford  to  do  it?  They 
knew  it  would  mean  Carol  would 
have  to  resign  from  her  position  at  the 
church  and  John  would  have  to  take  a 
year's  leave  of  absence  from  the  college. 
They  also  knew  that  whatever  charity 
they  chose  to  support,  the  charity 
would  offer  only  room  and  board, 
medical  insurance  and  a  small  stipend. 

Could  they  truly  make  a  difference 
in  the  lives  of  others?  They  didn't 
know  that  either.  "We  just  knew  it  was 
something  we  had  to  do,"  said  John. 

The  couple  didn't  go  into  the  en- 
deavor blindfolded,  however.  Several 
months  were  spent  in  research.  Other 
than  the  fact  that  they  knew  they  want- 
ed to  be  somewhere  in  the  Midwest 
near  close  family  members,  their  minds 
were  open  to  most  any  opportunity. 

Information  requests  and  applica- 
tions preceded  Carol's  visits  and  inter- 
views with  the  organizations  that 
most  appealed  to  them.  It  took  about 
six  months  to  complete  all  the  back- 
ground work.  But,  finally,  the  decision 
was  made  and  their  destination  was 
determined.  The  Bisbees  signed  up  to 
work  for  the  Catholic  Charities  in 
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Minneapolis/St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  and, 
in  the  summer  of  1997,  they  set  out 
on  their  own  special  odyssey  of  dis- 
covery. 

"Neither  of  us  were  assigned 
to  an  area  that  we  knew  anything 
about,"  said  John.  "Carol  went  to 
work  in  a  post-adoption  office.  My 
year  started  by  working  in  a  used 
furniture  warehouse. 

"Carol  loved  her  work  right  from 
the  start,"  John  said,  explaining  that 
she  was  an  intake  worker.  Her  job  was 
to  take  initial  inquiries  and  counsel 
both  the  men  and  women  who  were 
searching  for  children  they  had  given 
up  for  adoption  years  ago  as  well  as 
those  who  had  been  adopted  and  were 
looking  for  their  natural  parents. 

Although  her  work  was  nothing 
like  the  work  she  had  done  for  so

many  years,  John  noted,  Carol  found 
she  was  very  good  at  what  she  was 
doing.  And,  of  course,  each  interview 
and  successful  search  was  a  source  of 
great  satisfaction  for  her. 

John's  work  as  a  used  furniture 
employee  was  about  as  far  a  departure 
from  his  work  as  a  college  professor 
as  he  could  get,  yet  he  found  it  equal- 
ly satisfying.  "Simply  stated,  we  gath- 
ered used  furniture  from  people  who 
had  plenty  of  furniture  and  gave  it  to 
people  who  had  little,"  he  explained. 

Were  there  frustrations  along  the 
way?  Of  course,  John  said,  describing 
their  living  conditions  in  a  community 
housing  environment  that  consisted  of 
mostly  young  single  22-  and  23-year- 
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olds  doing  some  volunteer  work  before 
going  on  to  take  a  "real"  job  in  the 
"real"  world.  "Middle-aged  married 
folk  were  definitely  not  the  norm,"  he 
said  with  a  chuckle.  "But  it  was  okay. 
We  survived." 

Another  frustration  was  the  lack 
of  reliable  equipment.  The  furniture 
warehouse,  for  instance,  had  only 
one  old  truck.  And  it  seemed  as  if  the 
truck  was  always  in  the  shop  when 
they  needed  it! 

One  day,  related  John,  a  man  from 
Nigeria  came  in  and  selected  some 
furniture  that  included  a  very  large 
sectional.  The  man  had  rented  a  U- 
haul  to  get  the  furniture  to  his  home, 
but  he  was  afraid  to  drive  the  truck. 
Would  John  drive  it  for  him? 

"Well,  we  worked  out  a  trade,"  John 
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said.  "Our  truck  was  broken  down 
(again).  I  needed  a  truck  to  pick  up 
some  donated  furniture.  In  return,  for 
the  use  of  the  truck,  I  would  help  get 
the  furniture  he  selected  to  his  home." 

The  journey  was  long  and  convo- 
luted. It  even  included  a  stop  at  a 
daycare  to  pick  up  the  Nigerian  mans 
children.  "It  wasn't  easy  getting  the 
furniture  up  three  flights  of  narrow 
stairs  to  the  man's  home  either,"  John 
added.  "But  we  did  it.  And  once  I  saw 
his  home,  I  could  see  he  needed  the 
furniture.  I  knew  then  we  clearly  were 
making  a  difference." 

A  few  days  later,  the  man  showed 
up  at  the  furniture  warehouse  again, 
this  time  for  no  other  reason  than  to 


repeat  his  thanks.  "It  was  such  a  little 
thing  we  did,"  said  John.  "But  he  was 
SO  GRATEFUL." 

Later,  John  was  transferred  to  an 
office  where  he  spent  his  time  writing 
grants  for  the  furniture  warehouse, 
working  on  fundraising  projects  for 
a  low-income  law  center,  and  sup- 
porting a  community  pluralism 
group.  Although  different  from  the 
warehouse  work,  these  projects,  too, 
had  their  rewards. 

But  perhaps  the  activity  of  which 
John  is  most  proud  is  the  role  he 
played  in  helping  to  develop  a  volun- 
er  corps  for  seniors. 

"First,  we  had  to  orga- 
nize a  task  force  to  investi- 
gate the  possibility  of  creat- 
ing a  senior  volunteer 
corps,"  explained  John. 
"My  role  was  to  organize, 
take  minutes  of  the  meet- 
ings, write  reports  on  all 
the  recommendations  and 
then,  finally,  to  develop  the 
program." 

The  end  result  of  his  labors 
was  the  formation  of  a  senior 
volunteer  corps  of  people  aged 
55  years  and  older  who  would 
commit  to  a  year  of  half-time 
work  for  Catholic  Charities.  The 
volunteers  would  also  commit 
time  for  reflection  upon  what  the 
volunteer  work  had  meant  in 
their  lives. 

After  being  back  home  only 
a  few  months,  the  Bisbees  learned 
that  funding  for  the  Senior  Volun- 
teer Corps  was  included  in  the 
Catholic  Charities  1999  budget  and 
that  efforts  are  now  being  made  to 
hire  staff  for  the  program. 

"It  was  a  wonderful  year,"  said  the 
Bisbees.  There  were  immediate 
rewards  and  great  satisfaction,  but  that 
is  not  all.  "We  have  changed,"  John 
said.  "Our  outlook  has  changed.  Carol 
and  I  learned  we  could  do  different 
things  than  we  were  trained  for  and 
do  them  well.  We  were  the  minority, 
both  at  work  and  at  our  place  of  resi- 
dence, but  we  got  along  just  fine." 

And  then,  most  humbly  and  with  a 
great  deal  of  wonder  in  his  voice,  John 
added,  "We  learned  we  don't  need  all 
the  things  we  have.  We  met  so  many 
people  with  so  very  little.  But  they 
were  happy.  They  were  SMILING."    □

'  hen  I  left  the  February 
snows  of  Detroit  and  landed 
at  the  Charlotte  airport 
under  a  Carolina  Blue  sky,  I 
knew  from  the  first  moment 
our  move  was  right,"  said  Dr. 
Bob  Spuller,  recalling  his  trip  to  Hick- 
ory three  decades  ago. 

A  Future  Farmer  of  America  who 
became  a  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  Spuller  grew 
up  on  a  small  farm  in  Rush  County, 
Ind.,  helping  his  county  extension  agent 
father  raise  livestock  and  crops.  As  a 
boy,  he  met  his  future  wife  Alice  when 
he  bought  his  first  calf  from  her  father. 

Spuller  went  on  to  earn  a  bachelors 
degree  in  agriculture  with  highest  dis- 
tinction and  a  master's  in  agricultural 
education  from  Purdue  University.  He 
also  has  a  master's  in  biology  and  a 
doctorate  in  zoology  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  Michigan. 

Spuller  said  he  chose  to  work  at 
a  small  college  like  L-R  due  to  its 
emphasis  on  teaching.  He  taught  voca- 
tional agriculture  for  several  years  in 
Indiana  public  schools,  prior  to  com- 
pletion of  his  doctoral  work  at  Michi- 
gan, then  came  to  L-R  where  he  was 
a  member  of  the  biology  department 
faculty  full-time  for  10  years  before  he 
moved  on  to  assume  a  variety  of  jobs 
at  the  administrative  level.  These  posi- 
tions include  chairman  of  the  biology 
department,  chair  of  the  division  of 
natural  sciences  and  mathematics, 
director  of  the  college's  summer  pro- 
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gram  for  three  years  and  director 
of  lifelong  education  prior  to 
becoming  vice  president  and 
dean  of  academic  affairs  in  1983. 

However,  it's  the  classroom 
that  is  near  and  dear  to  his 
heart.  "I  really  value  the  years 
I  spent  teaching  in  the  biology 
department,"  he  said.  "It  was 
wonderful  to  have  been  able  to 
play  a  part  in  the  educational 
development  of  so  many  fine 
students  and  to  see  them  go  on  to, 
and  excel,  in  their  jobs  and  in  gradu- 
ate and  professional  programs. 

"It's  also  a  thrill  to  see  some  of  the 
students  I  taught  send  their  children 
here.  It  makes  me  feel  good."  He 
added  with  a  smile,  "It  makes  me  feel 
old  too,  but  I'm  hopeful  that  perhaps 
I  contributed  to  the  next  generation 
coming  to  L-R." 

"It  will  be  impossible  ever  to  calcu- 
late the  tremendous  positive  impact 
Bob  Spuller  has  had  on  this  college," 
commented  Dr.  Ryan  LaHurd,  presi- 
dent. "His  legacy  lies  in  the  high  qual- 
ity of  academic  programs,  our  firm 
commitment  to  excellence  in  teaching 
and  our  student-centeredness." 

During  his  tenure  at  the  college, 
Spuller  has  seen  academic  growth 
that,  even  as  vice  president  and  dean 
of  academic  affairs,  he  won't  take 
credit  for.  "I  hope  I've  facilitated  the 
progress  and  development  of  new  pro- 
grams and  helped  broaden  the  base  of 
students  that  L-R  is  now  attracting," 
he  said.  "As  I  look  back  over  my  years 
as  dean,  I'm  very  proud  of  the  fact  that

He  admits  it  will  be  very  difficult  to 
leave,  but  said  he  looks  forward  to  the 
infusion  of  new  ideas  that  the  new 
dean  will  bring  by  using  his  or  her  own 
strengths  to  carry  the  school  forward. 

"L-R  is  home  to  us,"  Spuller  said. 
He  and  his  wife  Alice  attend  many 
school-sponsored  functions.  "I  hope 
they'll  still  let  us  come  back,"  he  says 
with  a  grin.  "It's  in  my  blood.  And 
now  that  I'll  be  retired,  we  hope  to 
attend  even  more  events,  especially 
convocations  and  basketball  games." 

Spuller  added,  "Having  a  college 
in  the  community  where  you  live  is 
a  great  source  of  culture.  Now  I'll  be 
able  to  enjoy  these  events  in  a  differ- 
ent role,  solely  as  a  spectator." 

In  retirement,  Spuller  won't  be 
leaving  the  field  of  education  entirely. 
Through  Alice's  work  as  librarian  at 
Longview  Elementary,  the  Spullers 
want  to  become  involved  with  a  volun- 
teer corps  of  tutors  led  by  Ed  Rogers 
L-R  '49  retired  UNC  -  Charlotte  eco- 
nomics professor.  Many  of  the  students 
at  Longview  are  from  single-parent 
homes  whom  Spuller  has  observed 
need  an  adult  to  be  just  a  friend,  or 
even  a  surrogate  father  figure.  "As  an 
educator,  I'll  be  able  to  stay  connected, 
but  at  a  much  different  level,  and 
where  there  is  such  need." 

Other  retirement  plans  include 
working  through  the  stack  of  non- 
biology  and  non-educational  books 
that  he  says  have  been  piling  up  in  his 
den.  The  Spullers  hope  to  travel,  but 
not  any  time  soon,  for  a  second  grand- 
child is  expected  to  be  born  in  May. 

"Living  in  the  same  town  with  our 
grandkids  is  such  a  joy.  It's  an  opportu- 
nity my  parents  didn't  have,"  he  said 
with  a  tinge  of  regret.  The  expectant 
parents,  son  Peter  and  wife  Ann 
Marie,  live  in  Hickory  and  have  a  son 
Nicholas.  Their  other  son  John  and 
his  wife  Maria  live  in  Winston-Salem, 
where  he  plays  in  many  musical  events 
that  the  Spullers  enjoy  attending.         D

Heritage  Society 


What  is  the  Heritage  Society? 
A  program  sponsored  by  Lenoir-Rhyne  that  recognizes  individuals 
who  have  committed  a  planned  gift  from  their  estates  for  the  ben- 
efit of  the  college. 

What  is  the  difference  between  "planned"  gifts  and  "current"  gifts? 

While  all  gifts  are  "planned,"  the  Heritage  Society  recognizes  those  indi- 
viduals who  have  committed  a  gift  from  their  accumulated  assets;  howev- 
er, the  actual  receipt  of  that  gift  is  deferred  to  a  later  date.  Current  gifts  are 
typically  those  gifts  that  are  transferred  to  the  college  immediately,  such  as 
cash,  checks  and  stocks. 

What  types  of  estate  plans  qualify  for  recognition? 

Bequests  in  wills  are  the  most  common  and  can  be  written  to  include  pro- 
visions to  gift  a  percentage  of  the  estate,  a  fixed  dollar  amount  or  a  specif- 
ic item  such  as  real  estate  or  artifacts. 

Planned  gift  vehicles  can  include  insurance  contracts  that  name  the  col- 
lege as  owner  and/or  beneficiary,  charitable  gift  annuities  or  other  life 
income  trust  agreements. 

What  are  the  benefits  of  membership  in  Heritage  Society? 

In  addition  to  recognition  in  the  special  honor  roll,  an  invitation  to  the 
annual  Founders-Heritage  Society  event  and  a  lapel  button,  Heritage 
Society  members  are  sending  an  important  message  to  others — they 
demonstrate  that  they  are  perpetuating  their  support  of  Lenoir-Rhyne  by 
leaving  a  legacy  through  their  estate  plan.  Careful  estate  planning  can 
minimize  taxes  and  often  enhance  the  final  assets  available  for  loved  ones 
and  the  college. 

Since  this  recognition  program  was  established,  almost  200  individuals 
and  estates  have  been  identified  as  Heritage  Society  members. 

Professional  services  (legal,  tax,  financial,  etc.)  are  normally  utilized 
when  making  a  planned  gift.  The  Office  of  Planned  Giving,  Clarence 
Pugh,  director,  invites  your  inquiries  and  welcomes  the  opportunity  to 
assist  you  in  your  planning.
